By this amendment, claims 27-40, and 51-65 are pending, in which claims 41-50 are 
canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. Claims 1-26 were previously canceled. 

The Office Action mailed April 8, 2008 rejected claims 41, 42, 45-47 and 50 under 35 
U.S.C. § 102 as anticipated by Bowater et al. (EP 0794650 A2), and claims 43, 44, 48 and 49 as 
obvious under 35 U.S.C. § 103 based on Bowater et al. (EP 0794650 A2) in view of Hulen et al. 
(US 5,497,373 A). 

Applicant appreciates the indication that claims 27-40 and 51-65 are allowed. 

With respect to the rejected claims 41-50, these claims have been canceled, thereby 
rendering the rejections moot.
